Subject 1 relates to an optical cable with 
telecommunication fibres in the core and sensor fibre 
enclosed within the outer jacket whereby the optical fibres 
are located adjacent reinforcing rods defining a bending 
plane of the cable. 


2. claims: 4,5 

Subject 2 relates to an optical cable with telecommunication 
fibres in the core and sensor fibre enclosed within the 
outer cable jacket whereby the sensor fibres are stranded 
around the cable core. 


3. claims: 6,7 

Subject 3 relates to an optical cable with 
telecommunication fibres in the core and sensor fibre 
enclosed within the outer jacket, whereby the sensor fibre 
comprise a tight buffer configuration* 


4. claims: 8-10 

Subject 4 relates to an optical cable with 
telecoimiuni cation fibres in the core and sensor fibre 
enclosed within the outer jacket whereby the sensor fibre(s) 
are loosely buffered in enclosing tubes. 


5. claims: 12-14.19,20 

Subject 5 relates to an optical cable with 
telecoimiuni cation fibres in the core and sensor fibres 
enclosed within the outer jacket, and to a gas tight barrier 
or metal barrier enclosing the cable core. 


6. claims: 16-18 

Subject 6 relates to an optical cable with telecoimiuni cation 
fibres in the core and sensor fibre enclosed within the 
outer jacket, and to the inner structure of the cable core. 
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
